thrown open bv President Arthur's procla­ 
mation has liceii taken up purely for specu- 
hitive purposes, there a re many worthy bona 
fill** settlers who believed the executive 
order which declared the reservation open 
to he valid, final and conclusive. These 
are chiefly' (wrsons of small means, who 
have spent their all in reaching the reserva­ 
tion and in making improvement#. 
Their 
dispossession would, the bishop believes, 
work incalculable hardships and drive them 
alm ost to desperation. Their case, the 
bishop urges, appeal# powerfully to every 
fair-minded man, and h<* invokes the gener­ 
ous and immediate consideration of the 
government. 
It is believed at the interior 
department that force will have to la? used 
in such a way as to oj>en the question for 
the courts. 
There will be no formidable 
use of t roops or marshals. One case w ill be 
selected for a test. 
There are, it is esti­ 
mated, several thousands ofsettlersnow on 
the reservation, which makes the question 
one of great importance.

Tho age of sumo specimens ol ta t 
great trees of California is supposed to 
exh ad back to the time of King David, 
perhaps to that of Abraham. 
In one 
tree which was felled, 1,800 annual cir­ 
cles were counted, without including • 
great multitude around the heart of tho 
tree, too intermixed to be distingniohed. 
So, j*erhaps. when “ h»«»lomon began ta 
build the house of the Lord which was 
et Jerusalem, in Mount Moriah,” and 
(tnt a letter to Hiram, King of Tyre, 
saying, “ Send ire cedar woods, fir-trees 
znd algum-trees out of Lebanon,” the 
gTcat trees of California were sturdy 
saplings. 
Some, indeed, claim that 
these monstrous growths are 4,000 or 
j 5,000 years old, so that they were con 
temjx>rary with tho biblical creation. 
Eucalyptus trees which have boea 
found in Australia tower to even greatei 
| height than tho California redwoods. 
They are native to Australasia and the 
i Indian Archipelago, but (lie grandest 
sjweimens cxrot in North Australia, 
j where there: are about ninety different 
sonics of the tree. Tho botanist Muller 
I *»‘ys that trees of one variety, 450 feet 
I 
have been found lying on the 
| ground, and one 500 feet high is stated 
lo be still standing. This giant would 
then overshadow’ the Strasbourg cathe­ 
r n 
eucalyptus has far other interest than 
that of jxjssibility of immense growth. 
About three-quarters of the Australian 
trees are of this genus, and their value 
is varied. 
All of them mako -splendid timber, 
both for building and ornamental uses, 
and several yield valuable medicinal 
gurus. 
Tho sap is refreshing and can 
be made into a pleasant licer; and from 
I the leaves and bark ai several species 
projjerties have been derived resembling 
j tilose of the Peruvian bark or cinchona.

FOLLETT.—Died in the city of Brain- I 
erd, on Wednesday, June 2J. ISn), at 
10:30 o’clock a. in., Hon. II I). Follett, j 
aged 47 years. 
The deceased was born at Bellevue, ; 
Huron county, (lino, March IT, 
When sixteen years of age he began his 
college course at Dartmouth college. J 
taking two j^ars there, and finishing bis 
course at Ann Arbor, Midi., in 1862. ; 
He took the full classical course, and I 
graduated with high honors. 
He then 
entered the regular law course at the 
same place, graduating in the spring of 
1866. 
Upon the completion of his law 
course lie at once formed a partnership J 
for the practice of law with Hon. E. F. 
Bull, of La Salle, 111. 
lie remained iii 
La Salle until the year 1871, when lie 
w as taken with a severe hemorrhage of 
the lungs that compelled him to give up 
his practice for tile time. 
Ile travelled 
in the south and elsewhere in search of 
health for about two years, when lie was 
finally induced to remove to this city, 
in w hich he resided until his death. 
When he came to this city' ho was so 
feeble that the physicians gave him no 
hope of life for more than a few months 
at most, but by the exercise of great 
care he began to improve, so that lie 
soon began to take up business of a light 
kind. 
He kept improving until lie was 
able to serve the city as justice of the 
peace. 
Ile was soon elected judge of 
probate, which office he held nearly the 
whole time of his residence here. Among 
other offices held by him since coming 
here arc those of superintendent of pub 
lie schools, police justice and court com­ 
missioner. 
All of these offices were ad­ 
ministered byr him with very marked 
ability and unswerving fidelity. 
When 
in health lie was a very active, keen and 
able lawyer. 
His ability was recognized 
at once I>y his associates, and Hie first 
year of his practice he was elected city 
attorney' of La Salle, 111., which ollice he 
held until his removal from the city. 
In addition to his qualifications as a 
lawyer, he was also a good financier, so 
that notwithstanding all the disadvant­ 
ages he had to contend against he leaves 
to his widow a very handsome home and 
other properly sufficient to amply sup­ 
ply all her temporal wants. 
The de- 
ceased w as a man w hom nobody' knew’ 
but to love and respect. 
Ile endeavored 
to carry out Christ’s command, “Love 
thy neighbor as thyself,” while not for­ 
getting the first and great commandment, 
“ Love the Lord thy God with all thy’ 
mind, might and strength.”

HOUSE DECORATION. 
Gossn* fo r Tiir: l a d ie s. 


W a s te B a s k e t.— Cut three pieces of 
pasteboard the same size and shape; 
cover them with brown liollaud, em­ 
broidered with any pretty design, and 
line with turkey red. 
Sew them to­ 
gether in a triangular box and lit a 
pasteboard for the bottom. 
A scarlet 
cord sewed around the edge and tassels 
at the corner w ill finish the box pret- 
tily. 
In many old-fashioned houses there 
are w ide scats to the bed“room windows. 
These may be utilized by being covered 
with cushions, either of crash or felt, 
which may be w orked over w ith fletir 
de li* or some of the Greek designs. 
Generally there hangs from these cush­ 
ions, fronts a valance, which can bo 
converted into a shoe-bag, a box of the 
material being plaeed”at regular inter­ 
vals on the valance, each plait large 
enough to hold a pair of shoes, and 
each displaying either the Greek hon­ 
eysuckle, a monogram, or a convention­ 
al flower.

C o f f e e pounded in a mortar act 
roasted on an iron plate, sugar burned 
on hot coals, and vinegar boiled with 
mvrrli and sprinkled on the floor ami 
furniture of a sick room, are excellent 
deodorizers. 


I f you dip your broom in clean, hot 
suds once a week, then shake it till it i <, 
almost dry, and then hang it up. or 
stand it with the handle down, it \s il 1 
last twice as long as i t would without 
t h i s ''D e r a tio n . 
To i n s u r e paste from molding put 
into it a proportion of alum and resin.

W h i t e n i n g B e e s w a x .— My way is to 
make the wax and pour it w hile hot in­ 
to a quantity of the coldest water I can 
get; the cold water sets it quickly and 
it will look like a large sponge; then 
take out of the water and lay it in a 
sunny place out of doors, leaving it 
there until white enough to suit, occa­ 
sionally turning it over. 
It bleaches in 
a short time. 
Then melt again and 
mould it into any desired shape. Some­ 
times I strain it through a cloth at tlio 
final melting.—Exchange. 
By taking the upper eyelashes be­ 
tween the thumb and finger, and draw­ 
ing the lid completely over the under 
lashes, and gently moving it backward 
and forward, any specks in the eye 
fasten onto the lower fringe, and remain 
there after having let go the upper.

G IC F .AT O L D T R E E * . 
The age of 'some specimens ol too 
great trees of California i* supposed to 
extend back to the tune of King David, 
perhaps to that of Abraham. 
In one 
tree which was felled, 1,800 annual cir­ 
cles were counted, without including a 
great multitude around tho heart of tho 
tree, too intermixed to be distinguished. 
Bo, perhaps, when “ Solomon began tc 
build the house of the Lord which wae 
p.t Jerusalem, in Mount Moriah,” and 
*ent a letter to Hiram, King of Tyre, 
laying, “ Send ire cedar woods, fir-trees 
and algum-trees out of Lebanon,” the 
great trees of California were sturdy 
saplings. 
Some, indeed, claim that 
these monstrous growths aro 4,000 or 
5,000 years old, so that they were con 
temporary with the biblical creation. 
Eucalyptus trees which have been 
found in Australia tower to even greatei 
height than tho California redwoods. 
They aro native to Austi alasia and the 
Indian Archipelago, but tho grandest 
specimens 
exist in North Australia, 
where there are about ninetv different 
su<>cies of the tree. The botanist Mullet 
lays that trees of one variety, 450 feet 
long, have been found lying on the 
ground, and one 500 feet high is stated 
to bo still standing. 
This giant would 
then overshadow the Strasbourg cathe­ 
dra! and the pyramids of Egypt. 
Thtf. 
eucalyptus has far other interest than 
that of possibility of immense growth. 
About three-quarters of the Australian 
trees are of this genus, and their value 
is varied. 
All of them mako splendid timber, 
both for building and ornamental uses, 
and several yield valuable medicinal 
gums. 
The sap is refreshing and can 
be made into a pleasant beer; and from 
the leaves and bark 
several species 
projierties have been derived resembling 
those of the Peruvian bark or cinchona. 
Tho kind known as the “ blue-gum” oi 
“ fever” tree is believed to have remark­ 
able virtues in absorbing the malarious 
influences of the soil, and to exhale an 
odor or influence which tends to prevent 
fevers of a malarious sort. 
An attempt 
lias been made to naturalize tho eucalyp­ 
tus in different regions of America, with 
a view to its sanitary effects, and there 
Seems every probability that the tree, 
which is free-growing and hardy, will 
loon be widely scattered through the 
country.

aged 47 years. 
The deceased was born at Bellevue, j 
Huron county, Ohio, March 17, 1H:}M. 
When sixteen years of age he began his j 
college course at Dartmouth college, 
taking two ^#ars there, and finishing his j 
course at Ann Arbor, Mich., in 1862. j 
He took the full classical course, and I 
graduated with high honors. 
He then 
entered the regular law course at the 
same place, graduating in the spring of j 
1866. 
Upon the completion of his law 1 
course he at once formed a partnership i 
for the practice of law with Hon. E. I-’, j 
Bull, of LaSalle, 111. 
lie remained in | 
La Salic until the year 1871, when he J 
was taken with a severe hemorrhage of j 
the lungs that compelled him to give up i 
his practice for the time. 
He travelled \ 
in the south and elsewhere in search of I 
health for about two years, when he was ; 
finally induced to remove to this city, j 
in which he resided until his death. 
When he came to this city ho was so I 
feeble that the physicians gave him no ! 
hope of life for more than a few months 1 
at most, but by the exercise of great 
care he began to improve, so that he j 
soon began to take up busiucssof a light 
kind. 
He kept improving until lie was 
able to serve the city as justice of the J 
peace. 
He was soon elected judge of \ 
probate, which office he held nearly the j 
whole time of his residence here. Among ! 
other offices held by him since coming 
here arc those of superintendent of pub 
lie schools, police justice and court com­ 
missioner. 
All of these offices were ad­ 
ministered by him with very marked 
ability and unswerving fidelity. 
When 
in health he was a very active, keen and 
able lawyer. 
11 is ability was recognized 
at once by his associates, and the first 
year of his practice lie was elected city 
attorney of La Salle, 111., which office he 
held until his removal from the city. 
In addition to his qualifications as a 
lawyer, he waa also a good financier, so 
that notwithstanding all the disadvant­ 
ages lie had to contend against he leaves 
to his widow a very handsome home and 
other property sufficient to amply sup­ 
ply all her temporal wants.

her into slavery. 
The way India was 
obtained leads to an interm inable strug­ 
gle over it. 
You never saw an estate 
gotten by fraud or sharp practice but 
some tim e or other it was brought into 
litigation, and this estate of India is a 
phenom enon in the dem ands of a na­ 
tion which is constantly extending the 
franchise for all the neighboring n a­ 
tions.

Sale. 


From tho Manchester Guardian. 
Tho statem ent made not long ago 
th at the king of Saxony had offered to 
the B ritish governm ent tho gem of his 
picture gallery at D resden, the celebra­ 
ted “ Madonna di San S isto,” appears to 
be correct. The sum asked is £150,000. 
The M adonna is one of the most won­ 
derful creations of R aphael’s genius. 
According to Vasari it was executed foi 
the principal altar of St. Sixtus at P ia­ 
cenza—at least it was there in Vasari’s 
time, and was only removed to Dresden 
in the last century. The Virgin appears 
as the Queen of Heaven, iu a brilliant 
company of cherubim , standing in the 
clouds with the infant Son in her arms. 
St. Sixtus and another saint kneel at 
the sides. 
A curtain, drawn back, en­ 
closes the picture. 
On each side, un­ 
derneath is a light parapet, on which 
lean two beautiful angels. 
The work 
was executed about 1517-18.
